FROM FEBRUARY 28 TO MARCH 5 AND REFERRED TO DRAFTING 
COMMITTEE ARE GIVEN BELOW: 

ARTICLE B (SENDING OF OBSERVER DELEGATIONS) 

ILC TEXT ADOPTED. 

ARTICLE C (APPOINTMENT OF THE MEMBERS OF THE 
OBSERVER DELEGATIONS). 

ILC TEXT ADOPTED. 

ARTICLE D (LETTER OF APPOINTMENT OF THE OBSERVER DELEGATION). 
QUOTE: THE LETTER OF APPOINTMENT OF THE HEAD OF THE 
OBSERVER DELEGATION AND OTHER OBSERVER DELEGATES SHALL 
BE ISSUED EITHER BY THE HEAD OF STATE OR BY THE HEAD 
OF GOVERNMENT OR BY THE MINISTER FOR FOREIGN AFFAIRS OR, 

IF THE RULES OF THE ORGANIZATION OR THE RULES OF PRO- 
CEDURE OF THE CONFERENCE SO ADMIT, BY ANOTHER COMPETENT 
AUTHORITY OF THE SENDING STATE. IT SHALL BE TRANSMITTED,

ARTICLE F (NOTIFICATIONS)

QUOTE: SUB-PARA 1 (A). THE COMPOSITION OF THE OBSERVER 
DELEGATION, INCLUDING THE POSITION, TITLE AND ORDER OF 
PRECEDENCE OF THE MEMBERS OF THE OBSERVER DELEGATION, 
AND ANY SUBSEQUENT CHANGES THEREIN; UNQUOTE. 

ARTICLE F BIS (ACTING HEAD OF OBSERVER DELEGATION) 

QUOTE: PARA 1 . IF THE HEAD OF THE OBSERVER DELEGATION 
IS ABSENT OR UNABLE TO PERFORM HIS FUNCTIONS, AN 
ACTING HEAD SHALL BE DESIGNATED FROM AMONG THE OTHER 
OBSERVER DELEGATES BY THE HEAD OF THE OBSERVER DELE-

NOT ENTER THEM, EXCEPT WITH THE CONSENT OF THE HEAD OF 
THE OBSERVER DELEGATION OR, IF NECESSARY, WITH THE 
CONSENT OF OTHER DELEGATES AND MEMBERS OF THE DIPLOMATIC

4. THE HEAD OF THE OBSERVER DELEGATION AND OTHER DELE- 
GATES AND MEMBERS OF THE DIPLOMATIC STAFF OF THE DELE- 
GATION ARE NOT OBLIGED TO GIVE EVIDENCE AS WITNESSES. 

5. THE IMMUNITY FROM JURISDICTION OF THE HEAD OF THE 
OBSERVER DELEGATION AND OTHER DELEGATES AND MEMBERS OF 
THE DIPLOMATIC STAFF OF THE DELEGATION DOES NOT EXEMPT 
THEM FROM THE JURISDICTION OF THE SENDING STATE. 

6. NOTHING IN THIS ARTICLE SHALL EXEMPT THE HEAD OF AN
